At hit the day ctme, on whteb a Sir Loin of beef w*> ret before 
him, on which the Abbot fed, like the brmer of hli grange, and 
verified the proverb, that two hungry mealt make the third a gtm- 
tOD. Id bolti King Henry, out of a private lobby, where he had 
placed blmaelf, the invlilble ipedator of t)ic Abbot'i bebivlonr.

^mou< outlaw aod deer-icealer, who robbed the rich, and ipared 
the poor, wat a man of quality: grandwm to Ralph Fltz-ooch, 
Eatl of Kyme, a Norman, whose name It in a roll of Battle Abby, 
imongat the Normani there. He came Into England with Wli- 
lUm Rufui. Robin Hood'i maternal grandfather, wa) Gilbert 
dcGaunC, Earl of Lincoln; hli graDdmofber, wu the Lady Rolila 
de Vere, sister Co che Earl of Oxford, aod Countesa of Eiiei, from 
whom tbe town of Royilon, where she wa) boried, lakes let 
name. Robln.Hood'a father WUllam, wai under the guardian ship 
of Roberc Earl of Oxford, who, by the King's order, gave to him 
in marriage (he ihird daughter of Lady Rolsla. 

Robin Hood bore In bi) coat-of-arms, Gulea. Two bend) en- 
grailed, Or. 

At KIrkiee), In Yark<hlre,thE seat of the Armltage family, for- 
merly a bcn<dl<^ne nunnery, Robin Hood lies bulled under a 
graTC-itone, which still remains there, near the patk. The In- 
tcripcion npoo it is not now legible. Buc Mr. Tboroby in his 
Ducat.

The Odyaiej 
l< a romance, flited with talci of gluita, fairlet, living (hlpi, mqi- 
claoi, wltchct, and toeh like fiOlont, the Idea of which he got from 
the Otlcnub, For the wrldngi, and eren the religion and hlitory 
of the Pcrilang and Arabt, are adorned with itnlci of genlet, fii- 
rlei, cnchintera, and dragon i. 

After Homer retomed trom hli traTeI>,he compiled bli romaneea 
and long detached piecei of them, In Tarioua cittet of Orccce ; 
withont donbt, being quite agreeable to the taate of the Greeks, 
they procured him a pretty good livelihood. But, whit he gained 
from them be ipent. Being a lover of good cheer, be died poor.

Wbili the king waa In Frannee, King Jamea, of Scotlande, 
(aocwlthitandlng hli league and aolempne vowe before meDclon- 
cd] made an inTarioD oppoo the borderer* adjoyning unto Scot- 
tande, And aent an Ambaaaadonr nnto thC King Into Frannee, 
leenaing tlie borderers for breache of the truce betweeoe them 
taken.
